He 
says he first became suspicious th a t all 
was not right on the track by finding 
the tool house broken o[*en and th a t he 
followed tie* tra c k for ainiut a mile and 
a half before finding the crow bar a t the 
place where the rail had been lifted. 
Bolts were knocked off by an iron maul 
and spikes draw n from six ties before 
the end of the rail could Is? moved The 
place was on a high em bankm ent and 
had the engine gone over it a fright 
ful wreck m ight have followed. 
“T he radroad official» have no idea of 
any motive for the attem p t e x c e p t 
rob 
bery. 
Hanson returned after h i- fight 
with the men in time to prevent Re­ 
train from leaving Medina.
